With the American Army on the 
Aisne-Marne Front, July 25.—(By the 
Associated Pres#)—With the sides :of: 
the Soissons-Rheims sack coming stead- 
ily closer together, the German crown 
prince’s generals are driving their men 
mercilessly in an effort to hold them 
off long enough to extricate the armies 
threatened at the bottom, north of the 
Marne. | 

The American and French troops are 
mever far behind the retreating forces, 
and the vicious rear-guard actions are 
not sufficiently resistant to enable the 
Germans to proceed in the orderly 


manner planned. | 

At Dormans, north of the Marne and 
east of Chateau Thierry, the Gerfmans 
ebinter attacked, taking the position, 
but were promptly driven out. They 
ecoupied Treloup, west of Dormans, and 
have held it. | ray 

Minor advanees have been made by 
the dilies in the woods in that part of 
the sector, while further to the east, 
gouth of Rheims, there were additional 
allied successes. 

Oulchy-le-Chateau Dominated. 

The Ameficans have occupied Cour- 
poil, on thefroad to Fere en Tardenois, 
and the Frénch positions have been ad- 
vanced until Oulchy-le-Chateau is dom- 
imated by the guns. 

Nearer Soissons the Germans failed 
to hold all their positions, notwith- 
standing reinforcements and their des- 
perate meed.

The prisoners alone 
mumber over 20,000, and the losses in 
@ead and wounded are appalling. 

The French used more armored cars 
than usual, and cavalry or mounted 
patrols were effectively employed in 
clearing the forests and maintaining 
contact. 

Toward Soissons there has been in- 
creased artillery work and bitterer and 
steadier fighting. The French and 
American soldiers disregarded caution 

entirely yesterday, advancing 
sir lines in open order and taking 
rhat came without bothering to hunt 
down machine gun nests.

Wardlaw’s Address. 

Professor Wardlaw made the follow- 
ing nomination speech in placing Pro- 
fessor Dukes’ name before the board: 
_ “Gentlemen: Under your rules. no 
one can be considered for election to a 
position in the public school ‘system 
except upon the nomination of the su- 
Perintendent, though you may decline 
to concur in any nomination made. Un- 
der the peculiar circumstances brought 
about by recent regrettable events I 
feel that it is only fair to you and to 
myself to ask that you share with me 
the responsibility of consideration of 
the gentleman whose name I~ shall 
place before you for the principalship 
of the Boys’ High school. 

“If the board of education can over- 
look the breach of discipline I can for- 
give the injustice done me personally. 

“Moved only by the desire to assist 
this board in doing whatever. seems to 
before thé best interests of the school, 
I nominate for your consideration for 
the position of principal of the Boys’ 
High school for the coming year, Pro- 
fessor W. F. Dykes, and if he is elected 
I beg to assure you that I will accord 
him the utmost consideration.” 

Harmony ef Purpose. 

The meeting was remarkable for its 
harmony of purpose and the unanimity 
of opinion of the board members that 
all past differences must be relegated 
to the past to put the school: s¥stem 
back on a high plane and that there 
must be concerted action between the 
board of education, the superintendent 
and the other department heads to ac- 
complish this result—with due freedom 
and initiative allowed them by the 
board. 

With this end in view L. Préss Hud- 
dleston and George F. Eubanks jointly 
introduceti a resolution before the body, 
which was pa@ssed as read except for 
an amendment to the last paragraph 
regarding the extent to which the su- 
perintendent would be given free reign. 

Through the resolution the board ex- 
pressed appreciation to the entire su-

No Trouble Expected. 

Washington officials do not believe 
it possible for the Bolsheviki to send 
an army to the Murman peninsula be- 
cause of the difficulty in transporting 
and maintaining any force in that 
region. 

Tne original protest of the Bolsheviki 
upon the landing of allied troops at 
Kola and the occupation of the penin- 
sula reached the state department sev- 
eral weeks ago. No attention was paid 
to this protest, because the United 
States has not recognized the Bolshe- 
vik government. It was directed prin- 
cipally to Great Britain, for the Brit- 
ish commander of the expedition had 
asked and received permission from 
the local authorities at Kola to land 
troops tO protect stores that were then 
at that port. ; 

The Kola guthoriites notified Leon 
Trotzky, minister of war, of the request 
of the British commander and received 
his approval of the course taken. Two 
weeks later Trotzky, at the insistent 
behest of the Germans, denied having 
given his approval to the landing of 
troops and made official protest. 

Some Concern for Francis. 

No word has been received directly 
from Ambassador Francis since July 11, 
and there is a feeling of apprehension 
in official circles here regarding his 
position in view of the latest turn of 
affairs. A dispatch was received three 
days ago from Moscow containing a 
message from Mr. Francis which has 
not been made public, Counsellor Polk 
announcing that the message contained 
merely routine business. It is known 
that efforts to get messages through 
to the Ambassador in the past few days 
failed. 

The Bolsheviki are in control of Vol- 
ogda, where Ambassador Francis was 
at last accounts. The ambassador has 
had no official relations with the Bol- 
shevik government, but if the occupa- 
tion of the Murman peninsula by alliea 
troops is regarded as a declaration of 
war, the question arisés as to the 
standing of Ambassador Franéis in Rus- 
sia. He is accredited to the Russian 
government, but not to the Bolsheviki.

IN SUGAR-IS. ASKED 


Ration of Two Poitihds Perl 


Capita Monthly, Beginning 
August 1, Necessary to 
Meet World Shortage. 


Washington, July 25.—The American 
public was asked by the ‘food admin- 
istration today to go on a sugar ra- 
tion of two pounds per capita monthly 
beginning April 1, to meet a world 
shortage in this commodity and to care 
for immediate demands of the allies 
and. Americah military forces. The 
American public is at present on a 
three pounds per capita ration monthly 
under a request issued by the food ad- 
ministration a month ago. Household 
rationing will be voluntary at present, 
but public eating places will be re- 
quired to observe new regulations ef- 
fective August 1, permitting the use of 
two pounds of sugar for every ninety 
meals served instead of three pounds 
under existing regulations. 

Uniess the consumption of sugar is 
reduced both by ‘householders and the 
public generally, the food administra- 
tion gdve warning today, supplies for 
Belgium, the Red Crogs, Y..M. C. A, 
Knights of Columbus, Salvation Army 
and other organizations working for 
the welfare of American military 
forces in Europe cannot be maintained. 

The sugar situation confronting the 
United States is described by the food 
administration as follows: 

“The sugar supplies throughout the 
country, in homes, stores, factories and 
bakeries are at low ebb, the produc- 
tion. from the* American beet and 
Louisiana cane crops have been disap- 
pointing; the yield in Porto Rico has 
likewise been smaller than anticipated, 
and the inability of the United States 
and the allies to secure sugar from 
Java and other distant sources on ac- 
count of the imperative call for ships 
for the movement of troops and their 
supplies has materially reduced the 
supply from such quarters. Added to 
this already difficult situation the 
quantity needed by the army and navy 
greatly exceeds earlier estimates, we 
must send a large amount to France 


and Italy to take the place of the great 
volume lost through the German and 
Austrian invasions, during which much 
beet land was overrun and many fac- 
tories destroyed; we have to supply 
certain quantities to neutral nations 
under agreemen and finally, 50,000,- 
000 pounds were lost recently through 
submarine sinkings off our Atlantic

ERMAN DEBACLE 
HELD IMPROBABLE 


‘ By Frank H. Simends. 

New York, July 25.—(Special.)— 
Despite many fantastic rumors to the 
contrary, the German evacuation of the 
Marne salient seems to be following a 


normal and logical course and to be an 
exceedingly well-conducted retirement, 
following a local defeat which rendered 
a wide sector of the front, if not un- 
tenable, at least dangerous and ex- 
pensive to hold, to a degree out of all 
proportion to any present or eventual 
profit. 

The possibility of the capture of a 
considerable German army does not 
seem to have existed at any time after 
the first Franco-American 
stopped on the dutskirts of Soissons. 
about Soissons nor about 
Rheims—the vital points—have’ the 
French and their allies made any ma- 
terial progress in. the last six days. 
In other words, they have not suc- 
ceeded in closing or materially narrow- 
ing the neck of the bottle, and as a 
result the German retreat, although 
hampered by artillery fire, has been 
conducted successfully and is. still go- 
ing forward successfully. 

May Retain Salient. 

It has always been conceivable, and 
it remains conceivable that the Ger- 
mans will endeavor to hold a narrow 
salient south of the Ourcg river and 
‘facing the Marne north of Dormans. 
|The purpose of such holding would be 
to continue to dominate the Paris-Nancy 
| railroad, with a consequent crippling of

HIS FIRST CHANCE. 

At a meeting of the Atlanta board of 
education yesterday afternoon Superintend- 
ent Wardlaw was re-elected and his nomina- 
tions of Charles S. Culver as assistant super- 
intendent of schools and of W. F. Dykes as 
principal of the Boys’ High school, respect- 
\ 

Featuring the meeting was a commend- 
able manifestation of a willingness upon the 
part of everybody concerned to “forgive and 
forget” recent unpleasantnesses. 

This spirit was given expression by the 
board in the form of a set of resolutions— 
adopted without a dissenting vote—setting 
forth, among other. things, that ft is the 
board’s “earnest desire” that “personal dif- 
ferences of the past, where any existed, 
should be remembered only as things of the 
past,” and pledging “every member of At- 
lanta’s great school organization” to the ex- 
ercise of “his or her very best efforts in 
reaching and maintaining in this city the 
very topnotch of efficiency in educational 
work.” 

All of which is encouraging and along 
the right lines; but best of all, the board 
resolved further that “henceforth it shall 
be the policy of this board, as it has been 
its policy in the past, to charge the superin- 
tendent of schools with full responsibility 
Yor the conduct and management of the 
school system in so far as matters of a 
purely disciplinary or executive nature are 
concerned.” 

As to whether or not this really has 
been the policy of the board “in the past,” 
the record speaks for itself, and every citi- 
zen is entitled to his own opinion.

LOST. BY ONE VOTE! 


When the state-wide county school taxa- 
tion bill was put upon its passage in the 
house yesterday it lacked only one vote of 
the necessary two-thirds majority to pass it! 

The action will, of course, be reconsid- 
ered, and the friends of the measure have 
every reason to be hopeful of its ultimate 
success. 

The closeness of the margin by which it 
was disapproved by the house yesterday de- 
notes a gratifying dwindling of the opposi- 
tion. 

However, it is almost amazing to the un- 
prejudiced observer to see any member of 
the legislature oppose thé most progressive 
school measure that has been presented to 
that body in years! 

It is well that the record of “yeas” and 
“nays” were required in order that the state 
may know who thus stand in the way of the 
children of Georgia! 

An appeal to prejudice was made the 
rallying cry of the opposition on the ground 
that the act would favor higher institutions 
of learning and city school systems, 

Like the flowers that bloom in the spring, 
they have “nothing to do with the case.” 

The county and city superintendents, 
teachers, and public-spirited citizens gener. 
ally, who are pushing the measure consented 
to amend it so as to provide that the state 
funds are never to be decreased, and have 
offered to accept: Representative M. L. John- 
son’s proposal to raise the five mill tax 
limit if that stands in the way. 

Legislators in voting:on this question’ 
face the simple facts, which are— 

First, the measure proposes simply to 
line up all the counties with the fifty-six that - 
have already voted local tax, despite the 
restrictive laws. 

Second, the educational progress of the 
state is confined to these fifty-six counties. 

Third, the bill does not in any degree 
affect the state school appropriation. 

Fourth, the measure has nothing what- 
ever to do with college, university or city 
education. 

Fifth, Florida and the other states require 
every county to raise from two to seven 
mills; rich Georgia asks a requirement of 
from one to five to give better facilities to 
her children, in the rest of the ninety-six 
counties. 

Surely, when the question is again pre- 
sented, the legislature will at least give the 
people the right to vote on this!

ATLANTANS URGED 
BY JUDGE HILLYER 
TO CONSERVE WATER 


Judge George Hillyer, of the railroad 
commission, has written a letter to The Con- 
stitution in which he u rges all Atlantans to 
practice conservation in the use of water 
in order to prevent any break-down of the 
pumps. His letter in. full is as follows: 


Editor Constitution: I am confident that 
the patriotic and capable men who are at 
the head of our Atlanta waterworks system 
will exercise the firmness necessary for 
economy in eur water supply, if city author- 
ities end = nth hd intelligent public opin- 
jon will sustain them in it. I am writing 
this upon my own judgment and without 
consulting them. But what I say is based 
on considerable knowledge of the water 
probiem in our city. 

The pumpage now amounts to about 26,- 
000,000 gallons per day. This is nearly 90 
gallons per day per capita. Forty-five gal- 
lons per day is the standard; and if proper- 
ly controlled is,abundant. Twenty-six mil- 
lion gallons per day puts a dangerous strain 
on every pump owned by the.city and if a 
break should occur under that strain in 
any one of the pumps, very serious calam- 
ity would follow. 

By stopping unnecessary waste of water 
in the city, at least a fourth and possibly a 
third of that. pumpage may be reduced, and 
thereby one pump at each pumping station 
taken out of constant service and held in 
reserve. 

The minimum rate is now 75 cents per 
month and et this figure, the water taker 
can use as much as 6,000 gallons during the 
month without having to pay any more than 
the 75 cents. 

I am strongly persuaded that five-sixths 
or possibly nine-tenths of these water tak- 
ers could get along comfortably on 2,000 gal- 
lons per month. 

My recommendation is that the minimum 
figure be reduced from 6,000 to 2,000 gallons 
per month and that all above 2,000 gallons 
be paid for at an increased rate of 10 cents 
per thousand gallons, until the rule reaches 
or is applied to manufacturing plants, when 
some just and reasonable modification 
should be made to take care of manufac- 
ture in all its forms, because there are many 
employees dependent on them for work. and 
wages, that a proper regard and modifica- 
tion- of the economies suggested should he 
devised and applied in their case, and pos- 
sibly to other utilities or interests where 
the public is deeply concerned. 

here should be most rigid inspection and 
iron-clad rules applied in the fire and police 
and school departments and street flushes. 
and the bathing pools, so as to make every 
possible economy and saving to prevent 
waste of water. 

We have wheatless days and meatless 
days and every patriot gladly submits to 
inconvenience and economy, even including 
three pounds of sugar Birt month as the 
limit, with gevere penalties for anybod 
who uses more than the three pounds, Which 
is hardly a third or even a fourth of what 
we had in normal times.

PLEASANT. ‘ 

Workers in photographic plants are ex- 
posed to gloomy and unhygienic conditions— 
darkness, poor ventilation, and all sorts of 
chemical pojsions. Therefore they are not 
likely to look like well trained athletes. 

Platinum paper, according to Dr. Karese& 
of Chicago, produces in persons handling it 
these symptoms: Pronounced irritation of 
nose and throat, with violent sneezing and 
coughing, bronchia)] irritation, cracking and 
bleeding fingers. 

Metal produces a characteristic rash of 
the hands and arms which occasionally in- 
volves other parts of the body; the rash 
“lies just under the skin,” as a patient de- 
scribes it; it is quite itchy, and when the 
vesicles are pressed a watery fluid is 
squeezed out. 

Persons developing pictures as a daily 
occupation should wear rubber gloves’ to 
protect the skin from the constant irrita- 
tion of chemicals.

Out of 217 deaths in ten 
years among members of the Photo-engrav- 
ers’ union, 88, or 40 per cent, according to 
Hayhurst, were due to tuberculosis. Cramped 
posture and confinement in poorly ventilated 
shops probably are important contributing 
cases of the high tuberculosis rate among 
such workers; and the-irritation of the 
breathing passages by fumes ia probably an 
unimportant factor.

KNELL IS SOUNDED 
FOR MANUFACTURE 
OF BOOZE IN STATE 


The manufacture of “moonshine whis- 
ky” geeems to be doomed in Georgia if 
the present plans of the revenue office 
are carried out. Since July 1 ten ad- 
ditional deputy collectors have been 
added to the foree for the purpose of 
raiding ‘tmoonshine” stills in this state 
and, if necessary, others will be ap- 
pointed. 

During the two weeks ending July 
20 officers under the direction of A, O, 


Blalock and Revenue Agent D. J. 
Gaunt, destroyed 106 distilleries and 
instituted prosecutions against 96 per- 
sons for violation of the internal reve- 
nue laws relative to the manufacture 
ef whisky. 

Internal revenue officers in connec- 
tion with United States deputy mar- 
shals employed under the direction of 
Howard Thompson and county officers, 
captured during last week five desert- 
ers in Madison county, one deserter be- 
ing killed by them while resisting ar- 
rest. Nine harborers of deserters were 
also arrested. 

In one of the raids made in Daw- 
son county more than 2,000 poun of 
granulated sugar was seized which 
was intended to be used in the manu- 
facture of whisky. 

During the year ending June 30, 
1918, 801 illicit stills were seized and 
destroyed in the state of Georgia, 
whereas in the first two weeks of the 
month of July of this year more stills 
were destroyed than in any month of 
the previous year, which shows that 
Fag Hustaeas of operating stills is prof- 
table. 

The large number of “moonshine” 
stills destroyed during this month is 
due not to an increase of stills, but to 
the increase of the raiding force of the 
department and increased activity on 
the part of the men. In some counties 
of the state the local authorities have 

iven the officers all the assistance 
n their power, but this cannot be said 
of all the counties, for it is clearly 
evident, it is said, that the officers 
in some of the counties are in thor- 
ough sympathy with the law-breakers.

After August 1 All Employers 
Must Secure Labor Through 
United States Bureau. 


Information new in the hands of 
Mayor Candler frem the National Wur 
Labor Board at Washington, is to the 
effect that beginning August 1 all un- 
skilled Jabor will have to be recruited 
mueh like the plan new in force for 
the building of the army, and plans 
will be put into force that will not 
only aid the government in securing 
the necessary labor for the big jobs 
undertaken by Uncle Sam, but all em- 
Ployers of labor will be materiaily 
helped. 

After the firet of next month all em- 
ployers of 100 or more hands will be 
required te recruit their ranks through 
the government employment bureaus 
which are now distributed over the va- 
rieus states, and it will be illegal for 
such employers to advertise independ- 
ently for men. 

This labor law was ‘approved by 
President Wilson June 17, 1918, and 
was caused by the shortage of labor on 
some of the large government con- 
tracts. It is charged that there has 
been a great deal of labor stealing and 
poaching in the country. In some cases 
the nen-essential industry will be call- 
ed upon to furnish men, but not to the 
extent of hurting seriously the indi- 
vidual employer. The country has been 
divided into thirteen distriets, each dis- 
trict in charge of a federal employment 
agent. The state in each district is in 
turn in charge of a state superintend- 
ent, who has full control of the service 
within his state. In each community 
there is being formed a local com- 
munity bo consisting of a United 
States employment agent, a represen- 
tative ef the employers and a repre- 
sentative of the employed. It is under- 
stood that farm labor will be protected 
and the program ig to keep as much 
labor on the farms as possible. 

The requirement that unskilled 1!a- 
ber must be recruited through the sole 
plata of the United States employ- 
ment Dureaus does not apply at present 
to the following five classes: . 

1. Labor which is not directly or in- 
directly solicited. 

2. Labor for the railroads. 

3. Farm labor—to be recruited in ac- 
cordance with existing arrangements 
with the department of agriculture. 

4. Labor for non-war work, 

5. Labor for establishments whose

New Orleans, July 25.—Wide price 
changes accompanied the trading in 
cotton today, bears having their inning 
in the morning and bulls getting theirs 
in the afternoon. The new crop months 
lost the best part of half a cent a 
pound in the morning and then rose a@ 
cent a pound from the bottom, finally 
reclosing at a net gain of 34 to 52 
points. 

July went out at noon after show- 
ing a loss of 155 points during the 
morning under belated liquidation by 
longs who still held a few hundred 
bales. Its closing price was 24.40 cents 
a pound, as against 25.95 on the close 
yesterday. 

The market opened at the decline un- 
der overnight selling orders, which 
plainly were inspired by recent declines 
in Texas reports. This was the last 
day of the July condition period and 
bearish opinion was that the percent- 
age to be returned would e very 
high compared with the ten-year av- 
erage.
